We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  many  years  of  service  to  the  Town, 
as  Road  Agent  and  Sexton,  by  George  S.  Geer.  Due  to  health,  he  did 
not  seek  reelection  at  the   1963  March  meeting. 

The  Town  observed  its  200th  Anniversary  with  appropriate  cele- 
brations. 

The  3rd  Volume  of  the  Cornish  Town  History  was  published 
this  year,  written  by  Barbara  Eastman  Rawson.  We  acknowledge 
and  appreciate  all  the  time  and  effort  given  by  her  on  this  book. 

Memorial  Day  exercises  were  held  in  Cornish  Flat  with  the 
organizations  and  school  children  participating.  Mr.  Stanley  W. 
Colby  was  guest  speaker. 

The  T.R.A.  and  Class  V  road  work  was  carried  out  as  scheduled 
on  the  Jackson  and  McClary  roads.  Plans  are  to  continue  the  project 
on  the  Jackson  road  in  1964.  The  McClary  project  has  been  com- 
pleted. 

The  Littell  road  project  was  completed  and  has  greatly  helped 
the  approach  to  the  St.  Gaudens  road. 

Due  to  the  drought  of  this  past  summer  and  the  freeze-ups 
the  past  winters,  a  new  and  deeper  well  was  dug  at  the  Town  Garage 
and  pipes  relocated.  The  fuel  oil  tank  for  the  furnace  had  to  be 
replaced.  A  new  1000  gallon  tank  was  bought  and  is  buried  in  the 
ground  near  the  boiler  room. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Town  officers  and  committee  members 
for  their  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Town.

REPORT   OF   THE   FOREST    FIRE   WARDEN   AND 
YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest  forest 
fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years.  The  continued 
drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before,  the  potential 
threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests, 
homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition  of  meeting  a  common 
threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active 
prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  personal  rights  for  the 
common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of  public  cooper- 
ation ever  experienced  by  those  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire 
control.  The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the  losses 
low.  For  their  effort  and  public  response  the  general  fire  service 
expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire  years. 
It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our  public  conscience — 
a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our 
fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 
1.    Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn  within 
the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.     Burn  late  in 
the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy  or  damp

days.      Check    your    fire    mid    if    winds    develop,    extinguish    it 
promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump — it'.s  .safer.  A  neg- 
lected backyard   incinerator  causes  many   fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this  a  year- 
round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Children-caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep  matches 
away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire  and  not  make 
it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New  Hampshire 
Green"  and  growing  in   1964.

This  work  included  two  steps  torn  out  and  remade  entirely  new, 
one  chimney  capped,  windows  scraped,  repaired  or  replaced,  painted 
and  puttied,  outside  trim  painted,  screens  repaired  or  replaced  and 
painted,  screen  replaced  in  door  and  other  minor  repairs  which  had 
piled  up  over  a  period  of  fifty  years. 

The  trustees  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  regret 
at  the  resignation  of  our  Librarian,  Mrs.  Avis  MacMillan,  and  to  make 
note  of  our  sincere  appreciation  for  her  years  of  devoted  service. 
Until  a  new  Librarian  is  found  and  trained  the  Trustees  are  taking 
turns  keeping  the  Library  open.  As  many  of  you  already  know,  the 
hours  have  been  changed  to  Saturday  from  3  p.m.  to  8  p.m.  inclusive. 

As  always  we  want  to  thank  the  many  friends  who  gave  time 
and  gifts  so  generously,  especially  the  P.T.A.,  Mountain  View  4-H 
Club,  Cornish  Flat  Home  Ec.  Club  and  individuals.  Their  gifts  and 
the  gifts  of  volunteer  workers  like  Arthur  Densmore,  Arnold  Fox, 
Harold  Dean  and  Clyde  LaClair  Jr.,  made  it  possible  to  paint  walls, 
move  stacks,  varnish  floors  and  buy  and  install  Venetian  blinds.

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Report  of  the  Cornish  Civil  Defense 


WHAT  IS  "CD"? 

This  is  the  fundamental,  underlying  "why"  of  civil  defense.  Now 
I  would  like  to  discuss  the  "what"  of  civil  defense.  Just  what  is 
this  thing  we  call  civil  defense? 

Basically,  it  is  civil  government — Federal,  State  and  Local  Gov- 
ernment— that  is  prepared  to  act  in  major  emergency  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  Community,  State  and  Nation. 

Civil  defense  is  structured  within  government.  It  is  not — or 
should  not  be — a  separate  horse  standing  outside  the  stable  of  rep- 
resentative government,  waiting  only  for  a  special  call  in  a  special 
time  of  emergency. 

But  even  as  a  part  of  government,  civil  defense  has  unique  char- 
acteristics that  are  not  normally  found  in  regular  governmental  oper- 
ations and  services.  A  fallout  shelter  program,  for  instance,  is  not 
a  normal  function  of  government,  but  it  is  a  major  program  in  civil 
defense. 

While  civil  defense  should  be  operated  as  a  part  of  government, 
using  all  the  available  resources  of  government,  it  also  has  special 
responsibilities.  These  cannot  be  met  on  a  part-time  weekend  basis, 
but  require  constant  day-to-day  attention  now,  or  else  we  will  not 
be  fully  prepared  for  a  major  emergency.  Civil  defense,  in  essence, 
means  preparedness — not  at  some  future  time,  but  preparedness  now, 
or  as  soon  as  humanly  possible.  It  is  up  to  governmental  units  to 
provide,  within  their  structures,  that  preparedness  for  their  citizens. 

This  is  the  "what"  in  the  broad  sense  of  civil  defense. 


In  an  Emergency  .... 

If  there  is  a  nuclear  attack  on  the  United  States,  or  the  imminent 
threat  of  one,  tune  your  standard  AM  radio  to  your  local  stations 
at  their  normal  places  on  the  dial  until  you  hear  the  one  that  is  part 
of  the  Emergency  Broadcast  System.  That  station,  which  will  identify 
itself  by  location  but  not  by  call  letters,  will  be  on  the  air  with 
official  information,  news  and  instructions  on  things  you  and  your 
family  can  do  to  survive.  Be  sure  you  are  prepared  for  an  emergency 
by  getting  a  battery-operated  radio  and  spare  batteries. 
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SUMMARY 

In  closin{4,  I  would  like  to  emphasize  these  points: 

(1)  Civil  defense  is  now,  more  than  ever  before,  an  integral  part 
of  our  total  national  defense,  and  the  nation's  civil  defense  system 
is  now  a  large  factor  in  the  planning  of  our  nation's  military  defense. 

(2)  An  effective  civil  defense  system,  with  public  fallout  shelters 
as  its  keystone,  would  save  tens  of  millions  of  American  lives  in 
case  of  a  nuclear  attack,  and  might  well  make  the  difference  between 
national  survival  and  national  annihilation. 

(3)  Civil  defense  is  not  a  program  and  an  organization  separate 
and  apart  from  government.  It  is  an  integral  part  and  an  essential 
function  of  our  governmental  units — Federal,  State  and  Local. 

(4)  Building  a  fully  effective  civil  defense  system  will  require 
the  full  support  and  participation  of  the  State  Government,  and  of 
local   government   of  our   community.

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Report  of  the  History  Committee 


This  will  be  the  final  report  of  this  History  Committee  concerning 
the  supplemental  volume  of  the  Town  History. 

During  the  early  months  of  1963,  the  last  pages  of  the  manuscript 
were  sent  to  the  printer,  set  in  type  and  proofread.  In  addition  to 
the  proofreading  by  the  printer  and  by  the  author,  the  Selectmen, 
Norman  Chabot  and  Reginald  Davidson  also  perused  the  completed 
proofs.  These  were  then  put  together  and  measured  to  determine  the 
number  of  pages.  On  the  basis  of  these  calculations  the  cost  of  printing 
was  reduced  from  $4,900  to  $2,250;  after  much  discussion  by  the 
Selectmen  and  the  committee,  the  selling  price  was  reduced  accordingly 
from  $7.50  to  $5.00.  The  printer.  Courier  Printing  Co.,  promised 
delivery  in  time  for  release  at  the  Cornish  Fair,  and  the  shipment 
arrived  early  that  week. 

The  new  volume  was  generally  well  received,  as  evidenced  by 
the  number  of  volumes  sold  during  the  four  days  of  the  Bicentennial 
activities.  The  remaining  copies  were  turned  over  to  the  Selectmen 
after  the  Bicentennial  and  may  be  acquired  from  them. 

The  committee  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who  were  of  so  much 
assistance  in  this  project.  The  response  to  the  genealogical  ques- 
tionnaires sent  out  in  March  1962  was  very  gratifying.  Nearly  90% 
were  returned. 

In  closing,  the  committee  strongly  urges  the  residents  of  the 
town  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  instructing  the  Selectmen  to  appoint 
a  historian  for  the  town.  The  accurate  reconstruction  of  events  is 
a  difficult  task  without  records  from  which  to  draw  facts.

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Report  of  the  School  Board 


The  Cornish  School  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for 
the  devoted  service  to  the  school  children  of  Cornish  by  the  officers, 
teachers  and  employees  of  the  School  District  during  the  past  year. 
This  appreciation  is  also  extended  to  those  who  have  enriched  the 
course  of  education  by  gifts  of  books,  pictures  and  other  articles. 
Our  thanks  also  to  those  who  have  aided  the  Physical  Education 
program. 

Here,  the  board  wishes  to  make  particular  note  of  the  long  years 
of  faithful,  wise,  and  unflagging  service  tendered  our  school  system 
by  Mrs.  Eva  Bernard,  who  will  retire  in  June  as  both  principal  and 
teacher.  Hundreds  of  children  have  received  their  introduction  to 
education  under  her  wise  and  sure  hand;  and  hundreds  have  had  the 
final  primary  school  touch  applied  by  them.  We  are  proud  to  have 
known  her  and  worked  with  her;  we  are  humble  before  the  record 
of  her  determined  sense  of  duty. 

The  School  Board  has  held  regular  monthly  meetings,  and  many 
extra  sessions,  and  has  kept  in  close  contact  with  all  phases  of  the 
school  operation.  Some  of  the  problems  which  faced  us  have  been 
met.  Door  shields  have  been  constructed  over  all  door  entranceways, 
except  for  the  main  door,  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  a  serious  icing 
problem  in  the  wintertime.  The  contract  for  this  work  was  let  to 
the  low  bidder,  a  local  man.  The  icing  problem  has  not  been  com- 
pletely solved — some  back-spatter  still  produces  ice,  but  not  to  the 
amount  previously — but  the  doors  in  question  now  can  be  readily 
opened,  and  the  board  feels  that  a  serious  fire  hazard  has  been 
eliminated. 

The  schoolhouse  roof,  as  was  pointed  out  last  year,  needs  sub- 
stantial work  done  to  it.

This  means  that  salary  raises  will  not  be  considered  for  teachers 
who  have  not  taken  at  least  one  professional  course  for  three  credit 
points  in  the  previous  five  years.

An  enrollment  of  231  pupils  this  year  has  resulted  in  some  rather 
crowded  classrooms.  Therefore  it  has  been  necessary  to  have  a 
combination  2nd  and  3rd  grade  in  Mrs.  Symons'  3rd  grade  room.  This 
seems  to  have  successfully  solved  the  problem,  although  it  has  meant 
more  work  for  Mrs.  Symons. 

We  have  added  only  one  new  member  to  our  faculty,  Mrs.  Nellie 
Wilber,  who  has  replaced  Mrs.  Hull  in  grade  two. 

Green  and  white  have  been  chosen  for  our  Cornish  School  colors. 

With  the  help  of  different  organizations  in  town,  the  Town  House 
has  been  fitted  for  basketball  practice  and  uniforms  provided  for  our 
team.  Mr.  Budd  has  interested  many  of  the  boys  as  players  and 
the  girls  as  cheer  leaders.  He  has  devoted  much  time  and  patience 
to  this  project  and  deserves  much  credit  for  the  result. 

As  to  the  curriculum.  New  Math  seems  to  be  the  area  receiving 
the  most  attention  this  year.  The  New  Math  texts  have  been  reviewed 
by  Union  No.  5,  Mrs.  Lane,  our  4th  grade  teacher  representing  Cornish. 
We  have  hopes  of  starting  this  method  in  our  lower  grades  next  year. 

Phonics  have  not  been  neglected;  in  fact  work  in  this  area  has 
been  intensified  in  all  grades.  We  feel  the  use  of  the  Hay-Wingo 
System  in  the  lower  grades,  combined  with  the  daily  practice  given 
by  the  teachers,  has  resulted  in  much  improved  reading  in  the  upper 
grades. 

Our  new  full  time  custodian,  Mr.  Mark,  has  not  only  kept  our 
building  in  excellent  condition,  but  has  assisted  the  staff  in  many 
other  ways.  We  all  wish  to  thank  him. 

Our  School  Lunch  Program,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Weld,  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Ackerman,  has  served  an  average  of  115  well  balanced, 
delicious  meals  daily. 

Both  teachers  and  pupils  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the 
following  for  their  help  in  enriching  our  reading  program:  The 
School  District,  the  P.T.A.,  and  the  Stowell  Library. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  other  members  of  my 
staff;  for  their  help,  much  more  than  was  required  of  them,  I  extend 
my  sincere  thanks. 

To  Miss  Maclver,  our  nurse,  whose  day  with  us  we  all  looked 
forward  to;  Mr.  Stickney,  whose  classroom  visits  have  been  enjoyed 
by  both  teachers  and  pupils;  the  members  of  our  School  Board, 
for  all  their  help  throughout  the  year;  Mr.  Brys,  our  music  super- 
visor, who  has  instilled  a  love  of  music  in  all  of  us,  I  also  extend 
my  sincere  thanks.

Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Cornish,  I  herewith  submit 
my  eleventh  annual  report  as  School  Nurse. 

During  the  past  year  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  vision  tests 
were  done,  followed  by  thirty-six  rechecks.  Twenty-one  defects  were 
noted  and  nineteen  children  were  examined  by  the  family  eye  specialist. 
Corrections  and  recommendations  were  made. 

Two  hundred  and  four  hearing  tests  were  done  followed  by 
eighteen  audiograms.  Of  this  group  three  children  had  impaired 
hearing  and  were  treated  medically. 

Two  hundred  and  fourteen  children  were  weighed,  measured  and 
checked  for  any  noticeable  abnormalities.  The  great  problem  still 
seems  to  be  the  need  for  better  dental  health.  Nineteen  children 
attended  the  dental  clinic.  However,  the  dental  clinic  can  in  no  way 
take  care  of  the  need  for  corrective  dentistry  in  such  a  large  number 
of  children. 

Two  hundred  and  three  children  were  given  the  Tuberculin 
Patch  Test  in  October.  Adult  personnel  within  the  school  were  also 
given  the  test.  Two  people  reacted  to  the  tests  and  had  chest  x-rays 
at  the  Diagnostic  Chest  Clinic  in  Claremont.  X-ray  results  were 
negative.  This  Clinic  is  sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Tubercu- 
losis  Association. 

Because  of  the  Infantile  Paralysis  epidemic  in  nearby  Canada, 
Sabin  Vaccine  Type  III  was  again  offered  the  children  who  had  not 
previously  had  it.  Sixty-nine  children  received  the  vaccine  as  well 
as  eight  adults. 

Four  children  attended  Child  Guidance  Clinics  during  the  school 
year.  There  is  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic  held  monthly  at  the  Claremont 
Community  Center.     This  Clinic  is  staffed  by  a  psychologist  and  a 
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psychiatric  social  worker  troin  the  llilclicock  Clinic  in  Hancjvcr.  '1  his 
type  of  service  is  available  at  the  iiilchcock  Clinic  on  a  private  basis. 
There  is  also  the  New  Hampshire  Child  Guidance  Clinic  in  Concord. 
Both  the  Claremont  and  the  Concord  Clinic  are  available  at  no  co.st. 
We  have  found  the  help  given  by  these  clinics  invaluable;  to  the 
child,  the  parents,  as  well  as  to  the  school.  We  have  a  much  greater 
understanding  of  the  needs  of  the  child  after  the  diagnostic  tests 
have  been  done  and  evaluated. 

Two  children  attend  one  of  the  New  Hampshire  Orthopedic 
Clinics  regularly.     Two  children  are  receiving  speech  therapy. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  of  you 
for  your  fine  support  and  interest  in  the  school  health  program.
